British Home Takes Lead In 
Buy In Sierra Madre Drive 


The British Home in Califor¬ 
nia took a substantial lead in 
the first week’s ballots in the 
Buy in Sierra Madre campaign. 

A total of 305,223 votes had 
been cast for the British Home 
as of 2 p.m. Monday. St. Rita’s 
was in second place with 204,- 
000, followed by Bethany 
Church with 83,443. 

The First Congregational 
Church, Ascension Church and 
the Sierra Madre Methodist 
Church followed in that order. 

Ballots were tabulated on an 
adding machine in the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce office on Mon¬ 
day afternoon and Tuesday 
morning. All votes should be 
turned in each week by 2 p.m. 
Tuesday to the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

The 13-week campaign, which 
started last Thursday, will end 
Oct. 11. First prize will be $700 
in cash; second prize, $200, and 
third prize, $100. 

The British Home received a 
substantial portion of its votes 
through the purchase of a new 
car at Carl Hansen’s Ford 
Agency. Judging by the large 
number of votes cast in the 


first four days of the campaign, 
the lead could change hands 
many times before the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce contest ends. 

Some votes were disqualified 
since they were cast for profit¬ 
making businesses here. Buy¬ 
ers, who may receive 100 votes 
for every dollar spent in Sierra 
Madre, may vote only for a 
church, civic, fraternal or other 
non-profit agency. 

One wag cast 200 votes for 
“The Uprising Daughters of the 
Downtrodden Mothers of Sierra 
Madre.”' 

In all, more than one million 
votes were cast for 48 different 
organizations in the first four 
days.

C. A. Skutt to Leave „ 

School Post Next Year Sierra Madre 


School Supt. Charles A. Skutt announced his intention to 
resign, effective June 30, 1957, at a meeting of the Board of 
Education Monday night. 

Mr. Skutt, who came to Sierra Madre from the Bellflower 
District, has been in charge of the schools here for about 11 years. 
His plans following his resig- - 


nation are indefinite. 

Since Mr. Skutt came to Sier¬ 
ra Madre the school population 
has doubled in size. He also did 
considerable research on two 
bond issues presented to the 
public during his tenure and on 
the need for a school tax in¬ 
crease, which passed early this 
year. 

The School Board has not yet 
taken any steps to choose a 
successor to Mr. Skutt. 

An optimistic note was in¬ 
jected into the meeting when 
Board members learned that 
the budget may be increased to 
$328,677, about $22,000 above 
estimates. Accordingly, the pro¬ 
gram of repairs now will be 
stepped up. 

The Board now plans to re¬ 
pair a section of the roof of the 
Sierra Madre School, develop 
an outside kindergarten work 
area which eventually will free 
classrooms for school-age chil¬ 
dren, install accoustical tile in 
two rooms, repair the stage and 
take other needed steps. 

The Board also approved the 
signing of a lease with the 
Embree Bus Co. for one vehicle 
at $15 a day. The district will 
supply its own driver. Milk 
products for the cafeteria will 
be bought from Supreme Dairy, 
which submitted the lowest bid. 

The date for the public hear¬ 
ing on the budget has been 
changed to Aug. 1 at 7:30 p.m. 


in the Sierra Madre School. The 
budget can be adopted at that 
time if there are no objections. 

The budget may be higher 
than was first anticipated be¬ 
cause more money was saved 
during last year’s economy 
wave than was thought pos¬ 
sible. 

Kenneth Bush was sworn in 
as a new Board member to re¬ 
place John Conzelman, who re¬ 
signed.

Twenty-two firemen answered 
the call in the department's 
two trucks. 

Firemen believed the blaze 
was started in a couch by a 
burning cigarette. 


Work got under way this 
week on the site of the new 
Sierra Madre Hospital at 245 W.

The $175,000 structure, which 
will house 22 beds, is expected 
to be ready for occupancy early 
in 1957, according to Larry C. 
Lomax, administrator of the 
new hospital and of the Sierra 
Madre Medical Center. 

The contract has been let to 
Carl Griffin of Griffin & Sons, 
local contractor. 

Mr. Lomax said much of the 
hospital’s equipment and sup¬ 
plies already has been pur¬ 
chased and is in storage. 

The new building on the site 
next to the Medical Center is of 
one-story, modern design, and 
will permit expansion to more 
than double the number of 
beds should the need arise, Mr. 
Lomax said. 

Included in its features will 
be an intercommunication sys¬ 
tem with speakers at each bed, 
and piped oxygen available in 
each patient’s room. 

WORK RECORD 

Labor and management in 
California set a postwar record 
for peaceful relations during 
the first six months of 1956, 
Ernest B. Webb, Director of the 
California Department of In¬ 
dustrial Relations, announced 
this week. Less than 25,000 Cal¬ 
ifornia workers were involved 
in work stoppages from Jan. 1 
through June 30, the smallest 
number for this period in more 
than 10 years.

Zone Hearing 
Continued by 
City Planners 

The Sierra Madre Planning 
Commission last Thursday con¬ 
tinued until Aug. 9 its public 
hearing on the controversial 
.proposal to rezone the corner 
of Michillinda and Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Blvd. to permit construction 
of a service station there. 

Eight letters from Sierra Ma¬ 
dre residents were read in op¬ 
position to the zone change, 
and commissioners received a 
joint invitation from five resi¬ 
dents of the area surrounding 
the corner to inspect their 
properties. 

E. J. Till of Stephen W. Cun¬ 
ningham & Associates Inc., 
representing Raymond D. An¬ 
drews, owner of the corner, and 
the General Petroleum Corp., 
offered arguments in favor of 
the change. 

Mr. Till said Mr. Andrews in¬ 
tended to retain ownership of 
the property, which would be 
leased to General Petroleum, 
and would maintain his home 
there. 

He said that only a portion 
of the property, 92x114 feet, 
would be leased to the com¬ 
pany. 

Mr. Till said there would be 
at least 133 feet between the 
station and the residence to 
the south and 262 feet from the 
station to the property to the 
east.

Council OKs Stop Signs, 
Approves Salary Raises 

The City Council voted unanimously Tuesday night to place 
stop signs at two dangerous intersections and to increase the 
salaries of all city employes from 4% to 10 per cent. 

Stops signs will be erected on Highland at Sunnyside, the 
scene of a recent serious collision in which 9-year-old Kevin 
R. Snow' suffered a fractured - - 


Dam, above the Sierra Madre 
Ranger Station. Investigators at 
the scene found a burned out 
fuse at the foot of a steep bill. 
A 20-foot-wide burned out path 
led up the hillside to the ridge 
above, where some five acres 
were burned out. 

Crews from Sierra Madre, 
Arcadia, the U.S. Forest Service 
and the county had the blaze 
under control at about 7 p.m., 
five hours after it was discov¬ 
ered. 

The fuse, an incendiary de¬ 
vice used for backfiring and 
emergency warning purposes, 
was so placed as to allow the 
arsonist some time to flee be¬ 
fore the fire erupted. 

Its discovery brought the flat 
assertion from U.S. Forest Serv¬ 
ice investigators that the blaze 
was "definitely arson.” 

Veteran mountain men here 
saw a possible connection be¬ 
tween Thursday’s fire and the 
blaze July 6 some distance 
higher in Santa Anita Canyon. 

They were reluctant to be¬ 
lieve the story of a 16-year-old 
mental patient who said he 
started the fire by striking two 
stones together. 

“I could knock two stones 
together all day long and never 
start a fire,” one of them said. 

Another fact lending support 
to the theory that the same 


firebug set both blazes is the 
fact that the second fire was 
within a few miles of the first. 

The blaze July 6 burned off 
40 acres before it was con¬ 
trolled by 150 firefighters called 
to the scene. 

The mental patient was found 
the next day wandering aim¬ 
lessly in a Sierra Madre yard.

skull, and on Sunnyside at 
Mariposa. 

Police Chief Gordon McMil¬ 
lan, noting in a written report 
that there have been four acci¬ 
dents at each intersection in 
the past three years, recom¬ 
mended the erection of the stop 
signs. The Council voted unan¬ 
imously to adopt the police 
chief’s recommendation. 

THE COUNCIL also discussed 
an ordinance to prohibit ob¬ 
structions such as fences, trees, 
shrubs, etc., at intersections. 
This ordinance would grant 
stringent police powers to the 
city to insure that such ob¬ 
structions are removed. 

This issue will be discussed 
again at the next meeting of 
the City Council July 24. The 
present Zoning Ordinance now 
contains a section prohibiting 
certain types of fences and oth¬ 
er obstructions, but does not 
contain the strict enforcement 
powers provided in the new 
law. 

Letters requesting stop signs 
at several intersections were 
presented to the Council. One 
was signed by 23 residents and 
the other by Mrs. Mary Toms 
Ward. Both have been pub¬ 
lished in The Sierra Madre 
News. 

Chief McMillan is now in the 
process of making a study on 
the need for stop signs at sev¬ 
eral other intersections. 

The Council also raised sal¬ 
aries of Police Department 
members approximately 10 per 
cent. Patrolmen’s salaries were 
increased from $300-$355 to 
$330 $395 monthly. The police 
chief will receive a raise from 
$440 to $475, and sergeants 
from $355-$375 to $370-$420. 

All other city employes will 
get increases of from 4% to 
approximately 7 per cent. Cop¬ 
ies of the new salary scales 
may be obtained at City Hall. 

ON A MOTION by Council¬ 
man Harold Roberts, the Coun¬ 
cil also voted to inform Civil 
Defense Area D that the city is 
withdrawing and has taken 
steps to join Area C, which in¬ 
cludes Pasadena and Arcadia. 
The motion also specifies that 
Sierra Madre will not partici¬ 


pate in the Area D. budget. The 
city’s share of the budget is 
$450. 

Mr. Roberts pointed out that 
Sierra Madre is a part of the 
Pasadena and Arcadia areas 
and has little in common with 
Pomona, Area D headquarters. 

Mr. Roberts also suggested 
that City Administrator Law¬ 
rence Bevington check the light

Smog and Car Pools 


The smoggy season is here 

again. 

This startling piece of intelli¬ 
gence was announced recently 
by an official of the Los Ange¬ 
les Chamber of Commerce in 
conjunction with the County 
Air Pollution Control District. 
The Chamber official appealed 
gravely (no pun intended) to 
commuters to form car pools as 
a means of diminishing the 
emission of acrid exhaust into 
our otherwise pure air. 

Although the sentiment is 
laudable, it is also wishful 
thinking, probably prompted by 
the Chamber's desire to "do 
something” about smog without 
offending anybody. 

Now the smoggy season, if 
my burning eyes and runny 
nose are any indication, lasts 
approximately 350 days a year, 
give or take two weeks. There 
just ain’t no such thing as a 
smoggy season any more, and 
to plead otherwise does more 
harm than good. It's smoggy 
to some degree almost every 


Rocking 

There has fallen upon the 
land a blight — in the form 
of a cacophony alliteratively 
dubbed Rock ’n Roll — which 
threatens to spawn a repeat 
performance of the Children’s 
Revolt which rocked Europe 
centuries ago. 

Mounting official displeas¬ 
ure, following teen-age dance 
hall riots, has brought bans in 
some cities, less severe curbs 
in others. 

The children are up in arms. 

Now, there was a time when 
music, of whatever kind, pos¬ 
sessed at least rudimentary 
form and coherence. It played 
upon the sensibilities, at times 
stimulating, at times soothing, 
but always following certain 
rules, admittedly loose, of com¬ 
position. 

Rock ’n Roll’s approach to 
human sensibilities, on the oth¬ 
er hand, constitutes assault. 

It has no more taste than a 
dripping faucet, and the same 
effect: It drives a person tem¬ 
porarily mad. 

The aim of most music, like 
any other work of art, is coher¬ 
ence. It must make sense, pos¬ 
sess form. 

The end result of Rock ’n 
Roll is disintegration. In each 
of its limited forms, it is based 
on lack of control. 

True R ’n R features two 
things — stridence and insist¬ 
ence. The idea seems to be to 
select a “melodic” theme of the 
utmost simplicity — bordering 
on, the moronic. 

A single note is repeated, in 
rhythm and with minor changes 
of the supporting chord, until 
the human nervous system can 
no longer stand it. Then it is 
repeated for a while longer. 

The theme is played at about 
twice the volume an instrument

day the sun shines brightly. 

The idea of car pools on a 
scale large enough to lessen 
the smog output doesn't square 
with the individuality of hu¬ 
man nature.

But it will take time, 
money and several stout laws 
like the ones passed and en¬ 
forced in Pittsburgh, Pa., to do 
the job.

We 
should all sleep during the day, 
in air-conditioned and air-fil¬ 
tered bedrooms, of course, and 
all drive to our jobs at night. 
That way the sun wouldn’t 
have a chance to cook up its 
suffocating brew. Smog would 
vanish over night . . . 

Move over, Mr. Chamber of 
Commerce, and make room for 
another wishful thinker.

was built to withstand, produc¬ 
ing a shrill, raucous blast con¬ 
sistent with the rhythmic ac¬ 
companiment. 

As for words, about five will 
do. They are repeated in hoarse 
shouts for the duration of the 
torture. 

This is the more violent form 
of Rock ’n Roll. There is an¬ 
other, more treacherous kind. 

Foremost exponent of this 
school is Elvis Presley, the 
Gypsy Rose Lee of the Rock ’n 
Roll circuit. 

Presley, whose style is most 
like that of a libidinous tom¬ 
cat, sneaks up on the song. 

Weaving to and fro, glower¬ 
ing at his audience through 
heavy-lidded eyes, he launches 
himself at the material with 
reasonable restraint. 

Then, as he rocks and rolls 
his way through the refrain, 
his frenetic gyrations become 
exaggerated, at times obscene, 
and he winds up in the same 
frenzy that afflicts all those 
diseased by the R ’n R bug. 

Between these two extremes 
are many varieties in style 
which teen-agers lump into the 
Rock ’n Roll classification. 
Most of the in-between styles, 
though, really are poor at¬ 
tempts at jazz. They lack the 
insanity which marks true 
Rock ’n Roll. 

Despite my obvious distaste 
for R ’n R. I oppose bans on 
its performance. This position 
stems from my extreme dislike 
for all forms of moral censor¬ 
ship. 

Given time, I suspect the 
Rock ’n Roll craze will wear 
itself out, and the teen-agers 
will return to what passes 
among them as sanity.

My little hotel in Florence 
was only two minutes’ walk 
from the huge square which is 
that city’s historic, artistic, and 
business center, the Piazza del¬ 
la Signoria. 

Its stone buildings are mas¬ 
sive works of art dating back 
as far as the 1200s, including 
the Palazzo Vecchio, ancient 
city hall, whose battlemented 
clock tower soars 300 feet above 
the pavement and whose gi¬ 
gantic human and mythologi¬ 
cal figures, sculptured in white 
marble and bronze by Michael 
Angelo, Verrocchio, and Ben¬ 
venuto Cellini, astonish the 
stranger. 

Everywhere one turns in Flor¬ 
ence one receives the impres¬ 
sion that works of art have 
always been almost as familiar 
as bread to its people—and al¬ 
most as important to their life. 

A full-fledged blizzard on my 
third day left the big piazza as 
white as its marble statuary, 
and after the clear cold night 
that followed a few sunny 
hours of thaw, sheets of trans¬ 
parent ice veiled the slim mar¬ 
ble nymphs in the great foun¬ 
tain, and left grotesque pat¬ 
terns of frozen slush on the 
sturdy nude bodies of the male 
figures. 


That was a field day for the 
camera hounds! Rare as skat¬ 
ing in Sierra Madre. 

An unheated little restau¬ 
rant, where for three successive 
days I lunched in overcoat and 
muffler for its wide view of the 
Piazza and its lentil soup and 
tangy pecorino cheese, also 
sheltered a family cat named 
Mischa. 

She regularly visited my ta¬ 
ble and each time politely rose 
on her hind legs to caress my 
hand in thanks before accept¬ 
ing from it the rinds of my 
cheese and other tidbits. 

None of the restaurants I 
visited, even those of the best 
class, maintained a tempera¬ 
ture above 60-F degrees. 

Lunching and dining out in 
Italy is far less frequent than 
with us. At midday the trade 
is mainly confined to the more 
prosperous business and pro¬ 
fessional men, and in the eve¬ 
ning to courting couples of ma¬ 
ture age. 

The food in Florence is well 
prepared, generous in portions, 
attractively though plainly 
served and considerably cheap¬ 
er than the same items here.

Dear Sir: 

The following is a copy of a 
letter sent to the mayor and 
City Council regarding the need 
for greater capacity water 
mains and requesting permis¬ 
sion to interview the fire chief 
and water superintendent: 

The sizes of the mains now 
being installed and of those 
planned for future installation 
are not and will not be ade¬ 
quate to carry the needed w'ater 
flow increase in case of heavy 
fire in high wind or of fire fol¬ 
lowing bombing by enemy 
craft. 

Material on this subject has 
been previously submitted to 
the Council. But the technical 
problems need close discussion. 
No acknowledgment of my let¬ 
ter (April 23) to the Council 
has been received. From Mr. 
Bevington’s letter to me (April 
19) it seems possible that haz¬ 
ards and suggested safeguards 
are not clear to the Council. 

I presented basic material to 
show the need for serious re-, 
view of the Montgomery fig- 
urs IN THIS PHASE OF WATER 
PLANNING. 

May I discuss these matters 
with the water superintendent 
and the fire chief? We know 
the Council would not rest if 
this city, in whole or in part, 
should burn because there had 
not been adequate information 
brought to the Council nor ade¬ 
quate discussion by the Coun¬ 
cil. 

After such discussion, I 
would discard any palpable 
impossibilities and could then 
obtain, through the courtesy of 
Mr. Arthur Draeger, current 
prices of materials. 

I ask permission to discuss 
the matter with Mr. Heasley 
and Mr. Freeland and, there¬ 
after, to suggest to the Coun¬ 
cil some practical possibilities 
with information regarding 
their approximate cost. 

Both the fire chief and the 
water superintendent have 
shown me courtesies whenever 
I have asked questions of them. 
But I have no wish to embar¬ 
rass personnel with the City 
Administrator nor with the 
Council. Nor to embarrass City 
Administrator with Council. 

I believe that greater pre¬ 
paredness against the hazards 
of conflagrations, during peace 
or war, would be possible with¬ 
out impossible cost. As a resi¬ 
dent of Sierra Madre for 32 
years I believe that “calculated 
risks” should be discussed with 
all of us before they are taken. 

I ask your permission to take 
needed questions to these de¬ 
partment heads without fear of 
causing them embarrassment. 
Please understand.

I don’t want to see our big 
universities pull out of the Pa¬ 
cific Coast Conference. That 
might put them out of Rose 
Bowl games for keeps and 
might possibly result in their 
blacklisting by other important 
conferences. 

At best, we could look for¬ 
ward to two or three bad years, 
and then we might have to 
crawl back and beg for admis¬ 
sion. 

In sports you have to be 
sportsmanlike or there’s no 
sport in ’em. You may make 
every legal effort to upset an 
unfair ruling, but if you can’t 
upset it you have to take it 
like a sport. 

In this case, we can’t argue 
that we are innocent. We can 
only argue that all the other 
schools are guilty too, to great¬ 
er or lesser degree, and that 
the whole set-up needs revision. 

SIMPLE FACT is that a win¬ 
ning football team is a univer¬ 
sity’s biggest annual financial 
asset. It may yield a profit of 
$500,000. That is enough to 
strike a lot of university presi¬ 
dents blind to infractions of 
the code. 

It has gotten so that if a man 
weighs 220 pounds, is strong, 
fast and aggressive and can 
spell “cat” correctly, he is a 
scholar, and is offered scholar¬ 
ships by every one of 50 uni¬ 
versities which hear about him. 

That is why some famous 
football stars who later become 
sports announcers so often get 
tangled up in heir grammar. 
They just ain’t never learned 
no grammar. 

This is no new thing. Thirty 
years ago Zane Grey told me he 
got a scholarship at the Uni¬ 
versity of Pennsylvania because 
he was a good baseball player. 


Many years ago there existed 
what was known as the "free 
lunch counter.” Its purpose was 
to draw customers into a sa¬ 
loon where presumably they 
would quaff enough of the fast¬ 
flowing brew to pay for meals 
they could pick up “for free” at 
the end of the bar. 

Eventually the free lunch 
counter disappeared. It van¬ 
ished because more and more 
customers began eating the 
lunches without buying enough 
brew to pay for the food. 

Of course the “free lunch” 
was an illusion. As soon as 
customers began accepting it at 
face value—as free—it ceased 
to exist. 

But just such an illusion has 
captivated many Americans to¬ 
day. It is being fed them in 
ever-increasing helpings to the 
point where many now believe 
it really exists, that they can 
get something for free. This 
illusion, of course, is “federal 
aid.” 

There is no such thing as 
federal aid any more than there 
was a free lunch counter; the 
government cannot give back 
to the people something the 
people have not already given 
to the government. 

THE GOVERNMENT itself 
produces nothing It is merely 
a handler of money, an ex¬ 
changer of wealth and re¬ 
sources, not a producer. The 
government, to exist, must de¬ 
pend upon the people to fur- 


IRELAND—It’s easy to start 
a riot in Ireland. Just wave 
the Uniop Jack. Irish hatred 
for the British government ma¬ 
chine is no joke. 

On special holidays when the 
Union Jack is raised above the 
British Embassy in Dublin, ex¬ 
tra police guards have to be 
posted. Experience has shown 
that they are needed to dis¬ 
courage rioting. 

Local movie houses would be 
running a risk in showing films 
of the British royal family. It 
has been tried and it results in 
outbreaks. 

A Dublin motion picture 
house attempted to show films 
of the recent coronation, and 
within a matter of hours the 
building was bombed. 

Another movie house tried to 
show “Victoria Regina,” a film 
about the life of Queen Vic¬ 
toria (whom the Irish call the 
“Famine Queen”), but specta¬ 
tors forced their way into the 
projection room and burned the 
reels. 

Several years ago at Christ¬ 
mas time, English prestige suf¬ 
fered another blow. The Gough 
Monument situated in Dublin 
(honoring a British Army Com¬ 
mander) was mutilated. Gen¬ 
eral Gough, perched on horse¬ 
back, had his head and sword 
sawn off. 

Foreign servicemen of any 
country are permitted to wear 
their uniforms while visiting 


That must have been at least 
60 years ago. 

In those days there were no 
salaries attached. Subsidizing 
players is a modern improve¬ 
ment. The present system helps 
a lot of fine boys who couldn’t 
otherwise afford to go to col¬ 
lege, but it is being carried so 
far that a good shaking up may 
be very healthful. 

THE ONE BEST thing for 
sports in this area, I think, 
would be for newspapers and 
sports announcers to quit quot¬ 
ing Harvey Knox.

nish funds. 

Of course when the Congress 
votes to institute or expand a 
federal aid program, it must 
increase what it takes from the 
people. This it does either by 
increasing the taxes of those 
living today, or by increasing 
the national debt which must 
be paid by generations yet un¬ 
born. 

Take the case of federal aid 
to education—just killed by the 
House. It was widely espoused 
by many professional educators 
and by planners of a systema¬ 
tized economy as the only 
means for solving the crisis of 
a national classroom shortage. 

The advocates of federal aid 
told us that states cannot solve 
the classroom shortages them¬ 
selves; that the federal govern¬ 
ment should come to the rescue 
because it has the means to 
borrow money to finance the 
construction of new schools. 

BUT HERE is an example of 
where the delusion occurs. Cali¬ 
fornia would have received an 
estimated $26 million in fed¬ 
eral aid for schools under the 
defeated Kelley Bill. This 
sounded extremely enticing. 
But the tab for California tax¬ 
payers to finance this “gift” to 
themselves would have run in 
the neighborhood of $37 million. 

By defeating the bill we sav¬ 
ed ourselves $11 million a year 
for the next four years, and $11 
million can build a lot of class¬ 
rooms.

In 1951, King George VI was 
planning to visit Northern Ire¬ 
land to christen a ship. When 
this was announced, a bomb 
exploded in the British Em¬ 
bassy in Dublin. 

A message followed the bomb 
telling the King not to enter 
Northern Ireland. Shortly there¬ 
after, King George VI issued a 
statement saying that he was 
ill and couldn’t make the trip. 
He sent his mother and sister 
instead. 

An English tourist, however, 
will get fine hospitality—pro¬ 
vided he leaves his flag at 
home. It is only British politics 
that arouse the Irish people. 

This partly explains why Hit- i 
ler’s Embassy in neutral Ire¬ 
land remained open during the 
war. It is a little-known fact 
that some Irishmen even joined 
(he German-Army. Lord Haw 
Haw, hanged as a traitor by the 
British under doubtful legal 
circumstances, was an Irish¬ 
man. 

Throughout Dublin, one sees 
calendars for sale that surprise 
English tourists. One such cal¬ 
endar shows an Irish Republi¬ 
can Army soldier trampling on 
the Union Jack with his boots 
and holding up the Irish tri¬ 
color. 

Displaying the Union Jack in 
Dublin is like waving a red 
flag to a bull.

The Sierra Madre Public Li¬ 
brary this week reported ac¬ 
quisition of the following new 
books: 

CAPTAIN’S BRIDE, GENER¬ 
AL’S LADY, by Maurine Clark, 
wife of Gen. Mark Clark. The 
gay and friendly autobiography 
of a happy person, one whose 
marriage throve in spite of war, 
fame and awesome responsi¬ 
bilities. At the end one gets a 
sense of Gen. Clark’s restive- 
ness in carrying out the poli¬ 
cies with which he was unsym¬ 
pathetic in the Korean armis¬ 
tice, but in the main it is not 
a political book. 

A SINGLE PEBBLE, by John 
Hersey. An engineer’s trip by 
junk up the Yangtze River to 
locate a site for a dam. As 
he relates it years later he 
symbolizes the contrast be¬ 
tween the western idea of prog¬ 
ress and the tempo of living 
and passive resignation of Chi¬ 
na’s ancient culture and tra¬ 
ditions. The story pictures the 
relationship between the young 
engineer and the owner of the 
junk, his wife and members of 
the crew and gives a dramatic 
account of the physical gran¬ 
deur of the Great River. 

THE GREAT CAPTAINS, by 
Henry Treece. A tempestous 
novel of Sixth Century Britain, 
w'hen the great warrior Artos 
united the Celtric tribes to 
fight the invading Saxons and 
Jutes, and the marauding Piets. 
This story of Artos, the prob¬ 
able King Arthur of legendary 
fame, abounds in bloody bat¬ 
tles, treachery and tragedy. 

I AM A CONDUCTOR, by 
Charles Munch. A treasure 
chest of musical essays by the 
conductor of the Boston Sym- 
phany Orchestra, offering in¬ 
sights into the training, dedica¬ 
tion and enormous amount of 
study involved in interpreting 
music to an audience through 
the medium of a symphony or¬ 
chestra. 

FRONTIERS OF ASTRONOMY, 
by Fred Hoyle. The rapid prog¬ 
ress since the 1930s in nuclear 
physics has given rise to new 
theories of astronomy. Fred 
Hoyle's fascinating book gives 
an account of the whole evo¬ 
lution of inanimate matter for 
the layman. Includes charts 
and photographs, many of 
w'hich were taken with tjie 200- 
inch telescope at Mt. Palomar.

1 C. finely cut moist dates 

1 egg 

Vi C. peanut butter 
1 Vi C. orange juice 
Sift flour, baking powder, salt 
and sugar into mixing bowl. Put 
in dates and mix until they are 
well distributed in dry ingredi¬ 
ents. In another bowl, beat egg 
slightly and blend in peanut but¬ 
ter. Slowly beat in orange juice. 
Add liquid ingredients, all at 
once, to flour mixture. Stir just 
enough to moisten flour. Do Not 
Beat. Turn batter into oiled, 
waxed-paper lined 9 x 5 x 3 in. 
loaf pan. Push batter to corners 
and sides of pan, leaving slight¬ 
ly hollow in center. Let stand 20 
min. before baking. Bake at 350° 
50 to 60 min. 

Let bread cool on rack. Wra,j 
and store 12 to 24 hrs. before 
using. This storing mellows the 
loaf, and it will slice much better 
than when first baked.

Chill dough if necessary for easy 
handling. Shape dough into small 
balls and place on oiled cookie 
sheet. Flatten cookies by press¬ 
ing with fork that has been dip¬ 
ped in flour. Bake at 350° for 12 
to 15 minutes.

Fixing up our room in the 
City Hall, practicing up on 
climbing cliffs and waterfalls 
with ropes, and taking a first 
aid course are the activities 
keeping the Search and Rescue 
Crew busy and out of trouble 
this summer. 

We consider ourselves ade¬ 
quate hunters and fishermen, 
hunters for both man and beast. 
Fishing? Well, we don’t dare 
go with Police Chief Gordon 
McMillan—he deflates our ego. 

HUNTING WAS the second- 
most-appealing leisure activity 
among more than 1,000 boys 
between the ages of 14 and 16, 
according to a survey taken by 
the University of Michigan and 
the Boy Scouts of America. 

Parents planning to take 
their sons with them on deer 
hunting trips in the coastal sea¬ 
son should start planning now 
for hunter safety training 
classes. In case the boy or 
girl has never held a hunting 
license, a certificate of compe¬ 
tence in handling firearms is 
required before a license can 
be issued. Department of Fish 
and Game offices and game 
wardens can give you the 
names of the instructors. 

There is some advice our 
crew would like to give to the 
young hunters and their new 
,22s. In most cases they will 
head for the fields and desert 
in search of ground squirrels 
and rabbits. Early outbreaks of 
the Bubonic Plague (Black 
Death) in California were trac¬ 
ed to the ground squirrels. This 
plague has been maintained in 
California in the wild rodents, 
with fleas transmitting the dis¬ 
ease from one animal to the 
other.
